NEW YORK, July L4 (R). — The 
U.S. Democratic Party, enjoying a 
rare period of party unity and glo¬ 
rying in an avalanche of self-con¬ 
gratulatory speeches, today picks 
Mr. Jimmy Carter as its presiden¬ 
tial candidate for the November 
election. 

With most public opinion, polls 
predicting the former governor of 
Georgia can beat Republican Pre¬ 
sident Ford or his challenger, for¬ 
mer California Governor Ronald 
Reagan, Democrats attending the 
37th. national party convention he¬ 
re are jubilant. 

After what they regard as eight 
years of frustration during the Ni¬ 
xon and Ford administrations, spe¬ 
aker after speaker at last night’s 
convention session declared that 
Democrats were going back to the 
White House; 

Mr. Carter, 51, a former peanut 
farmer, spent much of the evening 
padding about in bare fee. and ca¬ 
sual clothes in his hotel suite, ma¬ 


king final changes to his acceptan¬ 
ce speech and narrowing his choi¬ 
ce of six senators short-listed as 
his vice-presidential candidate. 

Mr. Carter’s press spokesman 
said the former governor would 
make his final vice-presidential 
choice later today. 

Members of his staff believed 
the choice to be between Senator 
Walter Mondale 4S, of Minnesota, 
a liberal who would attract the 
trade union and black vote, and 
Senator Edmund Muskie, 62, of 
Maine, unsuccessful vice-presiden¬ 
tial candidate in 196S. 

Both Senators Mondale and Mus¬ 
kie are from northern states, and 
this would help balance Mr. Car¬ 
ter's strong southern ties.

A London newspaper reported 
today that Britain has placed 
a fleet of air force pets on alert 
to fly the 500 Britons in Uganda 
out of the country. An air force 
spokesman denied the report. 

Radio Uganda said in a broad¬ 
cast monitored in London that 
Ugandan military forces had be¬ 
en ordered to shoot down any 
British air force planes sighted 
over the country. It also quoted 
a .military spokesman as saying 
the lives of British nationals in 
Uganda would be endangered if 
any British air force planes were 
sent there. 


One Indian businessman who 
flew to Nairobi from Uganda to¬ 
day painted a grim picture of life 
in Kampala. He said the atmo¬ 
sphere in the Ugandan capital 
was unpleasant and nobody went 
out after dark. 

Radio Uganda issued a warning 
earlier in the day against black- 
market dealing in petrol. It said 
that security forces had been or¬ 
dered to shoot on the spot any¬ 
one found hoarding petrol or sel¬ 
ling it illegally. 

Petrol rationing was introduced 
in the country last week because 
of drastic shortages. 

In a related development, a Wa¬ 
shington authoritative source 
said yesterday that the arrival of 
a United States frigate at Mom¬ 
basa and of a military reconnai¬ 
ssance plane in-Nairobi, together 
with Seventh Fleet movements 


into the Indian Ocean, are aimed 
at dissuading Uganda from atta¬ 
cking Kenya. 

Certain sources said this show 
of United States support for Ke¬ 
nya followed an appeal issued im¬ 
mediately after the Israeli raid 
on Uganda’s Entebbe Airport. The 
planes used by the Israelis land¬ 
ed at Nairobi after the operation. 

Accused by Ugandan President 
Idi Amin of complicity with the 
Israelis for permitting the land¬ 
ing, Kenya fears a Ugandan atta¬ 
ck it would have great difficulty 
in repulsing. 

Official spokesmen in Washin¬ 
gton said the movements of Ame¬ 
rican ships and planes towards 
Kenya were “routine.” It was very 
difficult to believe them, given 
the timing of the movements and 
the tension existing between Na¬ 
irobi and Kampala. 


WASHINGTON, July 14 (R). — 
The International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) today auctioned 780,000 
ounces of gold in the second of a 
series of sales to raise money to 
help the world’s poorest coun¬ 
tries. 

The deadline for bids was II 
a.m. (1500 GMT) but final results 
were not expected until later to¬ 
day. Early indications were that 
bidding was fairly heavy. 

Profits from the sales, in which 
25 million ounces of IMF gold 
will be auctioned over the next 
four years, will finance a special 
trust fund for poor nations. 

The trust fund will lend money 
to about 60 countries with annual 
per capita incomes of less than 
$350. The loans, which carry an 
interest rate of only one-half of 
one per cent, are to help these 
countries pay for their imports. 

Gold dealers generally expected 
that the IMF would be able to sell 
the full 780,000 ounces up for sale 
today at close to the current mar¬ 
ket price of just over $122 an oun¬ 
ce. 

If they prove correct, today’s 
sale will produce a few million 
dollars less in revenue for the 
trust fund than the IMF realised 
at the first auction on June 2. 


Profits then totalled more than 
$65 million as the IMF sold 
780,000 ounces at $126 per ounce 
— the market price at the time. 

As it did after the first auc¬ 
tion, the IMF will announce only 
how much gold it sells and the pri¬ 
ce. It will not name the successful 
bidders. 
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Useless effort 


The Security Council’s meetings over the past few days to 
discuss the Israeli raid on Entebbe airport have largely been 
an exercise in futility. The African nations are right in seeking 
to have the council condemn Israel’s raid, and the United States 
and Britain are also right to submit a resolution condemning 
hijackings. The only thing missing is a resolution condemning 
bad weather and sardine cans that don’t open properly. 

In its debates this week, the Security Council has shown 
how different people can get together and produce an entity 
that is quite useless. The Security Council by itself does not 
exist, of course, because it is simply a collection of different 
people representing different countries. Its ineffectiveness is a 
reflection of an inability to reconcile differing views. Thus 
when one criticises the Security Council meetings this week for 
being a colossal waste of time, one is, in effect, criticising the 
inability of assorted human beings and peoples of different na¬ 
tions to look the truth in the eye. But the council’s meetings — 
when they intermittently transgress into total imbecility as 
they have done this time around — are a handy symbol of our 
human weaknesses. 

The question of the Israeli raid, and the hijacking and 
hostage drama that provoked it. is clear-cut. We have said 
before and. repeat again that the hijacking was wrong and the 
raid was wrong, and both should be condemned. And then 
what ? Do we just wait around for the next hostage drama and 
the next Israeli reaction ? 

The people at the Security Council and the people of the 
world know quite well that there shall always be anti-Israeli 
acts such as the hijacking and hostages incident as long as 
Israel remains a political entity whose existence by definition 
means the deprivation jf Arab rights and the freezing of a state 
of injustice resulting from repeated acts of aggression. 

In fact, King Hussein repeatedly seeks to get this very 
message across to international audiences when he says that 
Israel can have conquered lands or it can have peace, but it 
cannot have both. With Israel apparently choosing to hold on 
to the land and build more and more settlements in the occupied 
Arab territories, why is the world surprised that the Arabs are 
not accepting the status quo of Israeli expansion and colonisa¬ 
tion ? As long as the situation remains as it is today — as it 
has been since 1948 — Israel will remain a stranger in the 
Middle East, and an enemy of ail the Arab people. This has 
been the message of every Arab leader for over a quarter of 
a century, and time has proved that the absence of peace ne¬ 
cessarily means confrontation and conflict between Zionism 
and Arab national rights. 

This is what the Security Council should ultimately consi¬ 
der if it wants to end hijackings and end Israeli raids, because 
xhis is the underlying cause of the hijackings and the Israeli 
reactions. This is the note of realism •hat needs to be struck 
by the people who gather to discuss m titers of great import. 
Until this happens — until one summons the courage and the 
honesty to face up to the injustice that breeds violence and 
counter-violence — meetings such as this week’s Security 
Council gathering will loom not so much as proof of man’s 
desire to condemn evil, but rather of man’s inability to confront 
the totality of evil.

All Jordanian newspapers We¬ 
dnesday reacted favourably to the 
formation of the new Prime Mini¬ 
ster Mudar Badran's cabinet, not 
forgetting to express apprecia¬ 
tion of the good work done by 
outgoing Zeid Rifai’s governm¬ 
ent .. “We say thank you to the 
resigning government and wish 
the new cabinet all success,” the 
opening lines of AJ Rai’s comme¬ 
ntary read. 

The continuity represented by 
this country’s courageous leade¬ 
rship and by the will of life and 
progress for its people are the 
guarantees that create and mould 
events, outline the future and 
place our cournry in its proper 
and well deserved place in relation 
to the Arab Cause, the paper ad¬ 
ds. 

There is probably no need to as¬ 
sess the important achievements 
of the resigning cabinet ■ of Mr. 
Zeid Rifai, A1 Rai notes. The na¬ 
ture and traditions of political 
life in Jordan always impose de¬ 
votion to duty. His Majesty King 
Hussein has always emphasised 
that the individual is the true 
wealth of our country-. Given the 
opportunity to contribute and pro¬ 
vided with care and help, the in¬ 
dividual will lead his country on 
the road to progress and a bet¬ 
ter future.

"What Syria really hopes for is 
that all parties concerned will 
comply with the A ab League’s 
resolutions so that me catastro¬ 
phe might not grow any bigger, 
and in order that the Arabs many 
prove to the world that they are 
capable of solving their problems 
by themselves.” the paper con¬ 
cludes.

ABU DHABI, July 14, (R) — Un¬ 
ited Arab Emirates (UAE) Presid¬ 
ent Sheikh Zaid Bin Sultan has or¬ 
dered the building of a 17,000 dw¬ 
elling satellite town to the city 
of Abu Dhabi, officials said to¬ 
day. 


The town, to be called Beni Yas 
— after the tribe to which Sheikh 
Zaid's family belongs is to be bu¬ 
ilt at Almafraq, the land end of 
a causeway linking Abu Dhabi 
island to the mainland. 


Chinese Vice-Premier, Sun Ch- 
ien, who arrived here yesterday, 
will formally make the presenta¬ 
tion to Zambian President Ken¬ 
neth Kaunda and Tanzanian Pre¬ 
sident Julius Nyerere at a cerem¬ 
ony at Kapiri Mposhi, the line's 
Zambian terminal, 200 kilometres 
north of the capital. 

Zaire President Mobutu Sese Seko 
and Botswana President Seretse 
Khama will also be present. So 
will China’s Minister for Foreign 
Economic Relations Fang Yi.

UAiE rulers shelve 
permanent 


ABU DHABI, July 14 <R). — The 
Council of Rulers yesterday decid¬ 
ed to shelvehe draft of the perma¬ 
nent constitution and extend the 
duration of the transitional period 
for another five years beginning 
December 2. 1S76. 


The decision necessitates an 
amendment of article 144 of the 
traditional constitution which will 
be in effect for the next five years. 


The presence of President Mo¬ 
butu is significant because of the 
closure for over a year of his co¬ 
untry’s main export route, the 
Benguela railway, by the Angola 
civil war. The line is still regu¬ 
larly attacked by guerrillas oppo¬ 
sed to the Angolan government. 

Zaire is now exporting much 
of its produce by rail via Zambia 
and Rhodesia to South African 
ports, but access to Tazara would 
enable it to avoid over-depende¬ 
nce on only one outlet. 

The railway is already playing 
a crucial role in the import and 
export trade of crisis-ridden Za¬ 
mbia, now experiencing its most 
serious economic recession in 11 
years of independence. 

The blue and white Chinese tr¬ 
ains began hauling copper, the 
country’s main foreign exchange 
earner, to Dar Es Salaam last 
October. 

Last night President Kaunda 
gave a reception for the Chinese 
vice-premier and the visiting Af¬ 
rican presidents. 

Observers said it seemed likely 
that with the presence here of 
four African heads of states from 
early yesterday an opportunity 
had been taken to hold an Info¬ 
rmal summit meeting on central 
and southern African problems.

decides on economic stability 
of greater prosperity 


SAN JUAN. Puerto Rico (CSM) 
— Seven of the world’s most po¬ 
werful government leaders labo¬ 
ured two days here to bring forth 
little beyond a clearer understan¬ 
ding of each other's economic, 
social and political problems. 

"We have,” said West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt at the 
end of the Puerto Rico summit, 
"made no internationally binding 
agreements.” 

What, then did the president of 
France, the German chancellor, 
and the prime ministers of Brit¬ 
ain, Italy, Japan, and Canada acc¬ 
omplish as the guests of President 
Ford at the economic summit out¬ 
side San Juan? 

Fourprincipal things, according 


to Chancellor Schmidt: 

— They agreed that monetary 
decisions taken by the same men 
(except for the Canadian prime 
minister) at Rambouillet, France 
last autumn had improved relat¬ 
ions among their nations. 

— They demonstrated their 
"political will,” said Mr. Schm¬ 
idt, to fight in a unified way agai¬ 
nst renewed inflation. 


— Common determination was 
expressed by the leaders to pro¬ 
mote new jobs through increased 
investment in their various econo¬ 
mies. 

— "We agreed,” said the Ger¬ 
man Chancellor finally, “that we 
all need a social consensus in our 
countries to achieve these goals." 


By this Mr. Schmidt apparently 
meant that achievement of the 
primary goal — avoidance of new 
inflation — might result in con¬ 
tinued high unemployment among 
the industrial powers. 

To persuade their peoples that 
economic growth must be kept 
modest to avoid inflation, at the 
cost of high jobless rolls, is not 
a task these political leaders 
relish. 

British Prime Minister James 
Callaghan, while welcoming "co¬ 
mmon objectives” agreed on at 
Puerto Rico, said "each (of us) is 
going our own way” to achieve 
them, “because of our differing 
backgrounds and social traditi¬ 
ons.” 


The amendment will be brought 
before the Federal National Coun¬ 
cil which will be summoned by 
President Sheikh Zayed for an ex¬ 
tra-ordinary session immediately 
after Ramadan. 


U.S. companies leave costly alternative energy projects to state 


The ruler’s meeting was chaired 
by President Sheikh Zayed and at¬ 
tended by Vice President Sheikh 
Rashid Bin Saeed Al Maktoum. 


The council of rulers listened to 
a report by a committee of Saudi 
police experts, and In accordance 
with the recommendations in the 
report, agreed to establish a bord¬ 
er guard force to consist of all coa¬ 
stal and border guard forces and 
units responsible for guarding ma¬ 
rine and petroleum installations. 
The new border force will be un¬ 
der the direct control of the inte¬ 
rior ministry which will distribute 
the force among the different 
areas and sites recommended by 
the Saudi committee. 


NEW YORK, (AP). — Nearly 
three years after the Middle East 
oil embargo, the alternate ener¬ 
gy systems once heralded as 
solutions to the United States’ 
energy problems are still years 
away from making a major im¬ 
pact, a new study says. 

The corporations that must de¬ 
velop and market systems to re¬ 
place oil and natural gas have 
found most of them unprofitable, 
the study by inform, a nonprofit 
research group, says. 

The result is that the govern¬ 
ment must provide most of the 
money for research and develop¬ 
ment, and decide which energy 
forms to emphasise, inform said. 
Part of the group’s study was 
funded by the government thro¬ 
ugh the Energy Research and De¬ 
velopment Administration (ER- 
DA). 





For the study, entitled “Energy 
Futures,” Inform surveyed 142 
corporations in the energy field 
and assessed their work on solar, 
geothermal, nuclear, synthetic 
fuel and other energy sources. 

The 17 alternate energy syst¬ 
ems included in the $ 70,000 stu¬ 
dy are at least five years away 
from making even a negligible 
contribution to the nation’s ener¬ 
gy supply, Inform said. 

“These systems are ‘alternati¬ 
ve’ and not commercial largely 
because corporations cannot make 
a profit by selling them," co-auth¬ 
ors Stewart Herman and James 
Cannon said in an introduction to 
the 768-page report. 

"Many of the technologies like 
solar heating and cooling, coal 
gasification, oil shale... are ac¬ 
tually available, but because of 
their marginal economics they 
are not being widely adopted," 
Although corporations will re¬ 
search, manufacture and market 
alternate systems, the government 


is the prime mover in energy de¬ 
velopment, the authors said. 

“In general, corporations work 
on technologies best suited to 
their short-term interests. They 
do not research and develop en¬ 
ergy technologies to solve na¬ 
tional problems. They are main¬ 
ly interested in preserving and 
extending the markets for their 
products, which are often in co¬ 
mpetition with other energy tech¬ 
nologies." 

The economics of alternative 
energy is illustrated by the costs 
of producing crude oil from shale 
rock. A full-sized shale plant wo¬ 
uld cost about $ 1 billion, and 
the oil it produces would have to 
sell for as high as $ 18 to $ 22 
to be profitable. But imported oil 
costs only $ 12 to $ 13 a barrel. 

The government can now pay 
for research in a number of are¬ 
as. But as technology develops 
to the stage where billions of 
dollars would be required to build 
demonstration plants, the gov¬ 


ernment will have to make hard 
decisions about which to support 
and which to ignore. Inform be¬ 
lieves. 

More than half of ERDA’s $ 1.8 
billion research budget last year 
went to nuclear fission and fossil 
energy work. Although Inform did 
not directly criticise ERDA’s sp¬ 
ending priorities, it did say the 
new agency would have to make 
crucial decisions in the future 
about which energy sources to 
push.' 

"Given the government’s cru¬ 
cial role in influencing private 
corporations’ planning, the decis¬ 
ions various agencies make in 
the next few years will obvious¬ 
ly bave critical effect,” Herman 
said. 

"They will go a long way to¬ 
wards determining whether in 
the next 10 to 20 years we will be 
living in a world with a healthy 
variety of energy sources, or one 
narrowly based on depletaWe 
fossil and nuclear fuels." 


“At the s umm it,” said the lea¬ 
der of Britain’s Labour govern¬ 
ment, "we put different emphasis 
on different matters. Britain puts 
great emphasis on a social part¬ 
nership between government, ma¬ 
nagement, and labour, to reduce 
appallingly high unemployment” 

Thus Mr. Callaghan made expl¬ 
icit what had become apparent 
during the conference — that Bri¬ 
tain and the United States disag¬ 
reed on defining the primary dan¬ 
ger confronting the industrial 
democracies. 

President Ford, supported by 
his Treasury Secretary, William E. 
Simon, said that “sustained. eco¬ 
nomic expansion ... and the resul¬ 
tant increase in individual well¬ 
being cannot be achieved in the 
context of high inflation rates.” 

Most leaders at the summit ag¬ 
reed this meant holding national 
growth rates to an average of 5 
per cent over the next few years 
— a rate calculated to ease unem¬ 
ployment only slowly. 

To many observers, this evi¬ 
denced little gain over the results 
of an earlier meeting in Paris of 
representatives of 24 leading in¬ 
dustrial powers, where the 5 per 
cent growth target originally was 
endorsed. 

The new Element at Puerto 
Rico, according to diplomats, was 
the “political will” cited by Mr. 
Schmidt — the fact that heads of 
government, as distinct from their 
technical experts, now understa¬ 
nd more clearly the peculiar pro¬ 
blems facing each one. 

Mr. Cal lagha n , for instance, 
reportedly won general understa¬ 
nding that his Labour government 
could not further strain Britain’s 
social fabric-by cutting public sp¬

LONDON MARKET REPORT 


The market closed little changed after a quiet session with 
investors nervous ahead of the trade figures, dealers said. 

Government stocks eased following the decline in steiiing. 
Longs fell by around 1/3 point and shorts eased 1/16 in small 
trading. 

One or two leading industrials finished slightly easier on ba¬ 
lance. At 15:00 the F.T. index was down 0.6 at 388.9. 

Oils were steady to a shade harder while banks maintained 
gains of Ip to 3p. 

Mining shares were mostly easier, with gold producers losing 
ahead of the IMF gold auction. Australians were quietly mixed. 

The market was little changed after the June trade figures, 
with shares mostly a penny either side of overnight levels where 
changed, dealers said.

Pleased at the display of unity 
i at this year’s convention, the se¬ 
nator urged delegates to avoid 
past mistakes, and added : “Let 
us unite around our candidate and 
retire the Republicans from the 
White House.” 

Most of yesterday's convention 
session was taken up with approv¬ 
ing party policies bearing the im¬ 
print of Mr. Carter, although they 
are not binding on a future presi¬ 
dent. 

On the Middle East, the party, 
which made its proposals in gene¬ 
ral terms, said the United States 
should continue supporting Israel 
but should not impose an extern¬ 
ally-devised settlement on the Mid¬ 
dle East. 

The party called for jobs for all 
Americans who want to work and 
supported a comprehensive natio¬ 
nal health insurance scheme. 

The party platform also calls for 
the United States to end its role 
as a world policeman. 

The platform sets top foreign 
policy priorities as "an end to nu¬ 
clear proliferation" and the need 
for "global cooperation on envi¬ 
ronment problems.”
